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Section 1. Section 59-10-104 is amended to read:

(1) less than or equal to $250.000, the tax is 5% of state taxable income;
(i1) greater than $250.000 but less than or equal to $1.000,000, the tax is $12.500 plus
6% of state taxable income greater than $250.000:; or

(ii1) greater than $1.000.000, the tax is $42.500 plus 7% of state taxable income greater
than $1.000,000.

(a) a nonresident estate or trust that is not required to file a federal income tax return
for estates and trusts for the taxable year; or
(b) a nonresident trust taxed as a corporation.
